These are the rods which He 
holds in His hand for the punishment of 
nations. The most severe of all is the 
sword, for it brings the others in its train. 
Now, the sword in the hands of a foreign 
enemy might justly be dreaded, but when 
the enemy is bound to us by the most 
sacred ties—when it is State arrayed againt 
State—how much more alarming, how much 
more impregsive the voice. For does it 
not seem as though the Most High was 
abou®to suffer us to destroy ourselves. He 
warns long before He strikes. He threatens 
long before He executes. We have been 
advancing to this through a long series of 
years. The tide of corruption, which has 
now broken forth in anarchy, has been ac- 
cumulating. Every new manifestation of 
wickedness was the voice of warning. But 
it passed unheeded. Because we were 
blessed with temporal prosperity; because 
our disregard of God’s laws did not at once 
produce calamity and disaster, we said, if 
not in our hearts at least by our conduct—

Sorrow-wearied hearts and souls weight- 
ed with anguish can best realize the grand 
idea of rest. Whatever pain is, whatever 


torn and bleeding loves are, whatever droop- 


ing and yearning hopes are, whatever ago- 
nies are, whatever the labors, the burdens, 
the great griefs, the long separations, the 
disappointments, the sinkings and faintings 
of life ‘are, rest is precisely their opposite 
and antipode.' The one is the hollow of the 
wave, the bottom of those grooves which 
furrow God’s ocean; but the other—rest— 
is the fullness of joy, the heaping-up of 
liquid bliss, the cresting of gathered grace, 
the tidal, mountain wave of ecstacy. No 
longer is the soul threatened by circum- 
stances; no longer is the horizon cut off by 
that which is behind, banked up by that 
which is before, in life, no longer does the 
mariner look to the compass of Redemption, 
and sail by faith; nay, that is all over, 
and on the top of the billow of Christ’s love 
—a billow which has no hollow before it, 
a great tidal rush of grace—sweeps the soul 
into the bosom of Jesus, into the haven of 
immortal joy. And that is the first great 
fact which constitutes the blessedness of the 
dead in the Lord, 

One cannot conceive it ; one cannot grasp 
the depth, the height, the fullness of its 


/meaning. As one sits by the bedside of 


-sorrow gazing on material things; one’s 
vision sees only the ups and downs of the 
voyage, the liftings and sinkings of the pas~ 
sage. Dut the spirit itself which makes the 
voyage, having passed down into and 
through the valley, having begun to climb 
the side, sees first the sunshine that 
gilds the top of the wave o’er head, then 
lifts to the crest, and as the long vista of 
golden eternity—tremulous with the unat- 
terable ecstacies of heaven, filled and throng- 
ed by angel bands—bursts on the spiritual 
vision, then it is that the soul bounds ex- 
ultingly up into the arms of Jesus; then is 
it that the physical eye brightens and glows, 
but, failing to take in the spiritual view, the 
soul surges away from it to brim and run 
over with the blessedness of rest from earth’s 
labors. 

None of us know what that rest is. I 
hope we all shall; but as yet we are fetter- 
ed and chained up.in clay. She, for whom 
we mourn, knows what it is; and could her 
voice sing this morning concerning the de- 
parture of the redeemed, and the 
eternity, the strain would be: |
